Men to perform them; that whereas Perſons naturally 
Beneficent often miſtake Inſtin&t for Virtue, by reaſon 
of the Difficulty of diſtinguiſhing when one rules them 
and when the other, Men of the oppofite Character 
may be more certain of the Motive that predominates ' 
in every Action. If they cannot confer a Benefit with 
that Eaſe and Frankneſs which are neceſſary to give 
it a Grace in the Eye of the World, in requital, the 
real Merit of what they do is enhanc'd by the Oppoſi- 
tion they ſurmount in doing it. The Strength of their 
Virtue is ſeen in riſing againſt the Weight of Nature, 
and every time they have the Reſolution to diſcharge 
their Duty, they make a Sacrifice of Inclination to Con- 
ſcience, which is always too grateful to let its Followers - 
go without ſuitable Marks of its Approbation.
